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2 Dead, 5 Lost in

Singer One 
Of Missing

MADISON 
(AP) — Interna- 


tionally-known rhythm and blues 
singer Otis Redding and four 
young musicians were missing 
and feared dead today, after 
their light plane crashed in icy 
Lake Monona Sunday, killing 
two persons and leaving just one 
known survivor. 


Redding, 26, Macon, Ga., and 


four members of his "Bar-Kays' 
band were still missing when 
darkness halted dragging opera- 
tions in the chilly, 40-foot-deep 
water Sunday night. Two bodies 
were recovered and Ben Cauley, 
20, Memphis, Tenn., was hos- 
pitalized in good condition. 


One of the bodies recovered 


was that of the pilot, Richard 
Fraser, 26, Warner Robins, Ga., 
an Air Force veteran. The oth- 
er was that of Jimmie King, 18, 
Memphis, 
a member of the 


band. 


Searching operations were to 


resume today, although foggy 
conditions lasting late into the 
morning prevented any effective 
search. 


Still missing, along with Red- 


ding, were Matthew Kelly, 17, 
Phalen Jones and Ronald Cald- 
well, both 19, and Carl Cunning- 
ham, 18. All were residents of 
Memphis.

PANAMA CITY, Fla. (AP) - 


Roaring 
tornadoes 
shattered 


Sunday morning quiet in 10 Flo- 
rida panhandle cities, leveling 
hundreds of homes and build- 
ings and killing two persons. 
One twister hit an Alabama bor- 
der county. 


More than 200 were reported 


injured in Florida, most in a 
housing area at nearby Tyndall 
Air Force Base and at Fort Wal- 
ton Beach 60 miles west of Pan- 
ama City. Several were in criti- 
cal condition. A watchman at a 
wrecked shopping center was 
reported missing. 


Officials estimated 
damages 


at more than $7 million. Gov. 
Claude Kirk asked federal help 
for what he termed a disaster 
area. 


Helmeted 
National Guards- 


men toting rifles patroled the 
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cities and highways to prevent 
looting, turned back sightseers 
and 
helped in the massive 


cleanup. 


Kirk toured the Bayou Wood 


section of Fort Walton Beach 
Sunday hours after a twister 
spun off from a violent thunder- 
storm had smashed 50 homes at 
3 a.m. 


5-Mile Swath 


As the storm bounced over a 


lake and tore a five-mile long 
swath it left 220 homes wrecked. 


Five hours later another fun- 


nel ripped into a row of duplex 
homes at the housing area for 
Air Force families, flattening 30 
of them and damaging 24 oth- 
ers, leaving one dead, nine seri- 
ously hurt and about 400 persons 
homeless. That tornado touched 
down five fliore times before fiz- 
zling out.

storm, hospital officials said. 


The parents were identified 


only as M. Sgt. and Mrs, H. 
Cokcr. Officials said the Cokers' 
two-story home was leveled by 
the twister. 


Loveta Byrd. 20, the wife of 


M. Sgt. Jerry J. Byrd, died of a 
crushed skull and her husband 
was 
critically 
injured 
when 


their two-family house splin- 
tered before the tornado at Tyn- 
dall. 


A six-month-old baby adopted 


by the Byrds two weeks earlier 
was asleep in the same bedroom 
but was unhurt. 


"It's like the wall broke in the 


middle to just miss that baby. 
Then the roof fell in and the 
wall crumbled after it," said T. 
Sgt. John Griswold, whose fami- 
ly lived in the other half of the 
duplex. 


At one house a car was 


flipped over and lossed into the 
limbs of a troe. The roofs of 
cars were crushed and their 
windows exploded outward by 


the low pressure as the twister 
I "ssed.

Morris ahead of them, went up 
to the pulpit and the woman 
whispered to the minister:

"The money's not here, it's 


in the office," replied the Rev. 
Mr. Ashlock, stepping out of 
the pulpit to show the way. 


The woman marched the 


pastor down one aisle and her 
companion, holding his cocked 
pistol to Morris' head, walked 
down the other aisle. 


"As Morris and his captor 


ncared the rear of the church, 
the gunman lowered his pistol. 
Hugh English, a member of 
the congregation, leaped out of 
his seat in a back-row pew and 
grappled 
with the gunman. 


The Rev. Ashlock sprinted 
over to help. A shot was fired. 


"As members of the congre- 


gation swarmrd over the gun- 
man, 
English 
jammed his 


right hand in front of the 
hammer of the pistol. The 
gunman snapped the revolver 
repeatedly but English's hand 
stopped it from firing.

treasurer seized the woman 
and pinned her arms behind 
her. Then police were called. 


The robbery attempt, arriv-

Quake in India Kills 
62, Hurts Hundreds

ioulhwest India today, leveled a 
town at the epicenter, and left 
62 dead, more than 500 injured 
and more than 5,000 homeless, 
Maharashtra

said. 


The town was Koynanagar, 


150 miles southeast of Bombay 
in the Ghats Mountains. The 
United News of India said 80 per 
cent of the houses and buildings 
in the town were destroyed. 


Home Minister Y. B. Chavan 


went to the scene. All available 
state transport, buses and ?m- 
bulances 
with 
doctors 
and 


nurses was sent from Bombay. 
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The quake struck as most peo- 


ple slept. Bombay newspapers 
received reports that the toll 
was 100 dead, but these were 
unconfirmed. 


The report from the stale gov- 


ernment, said most of the cas- 
ualties occurred near Koynana- 
gar, a town of 10,000 built for 
workers at the giant Koyna hy- 
droelectric dam and plant. 


The government said the Koy- 


na dam was not damaged but 
another hydroelectric plant at 
Khopoli, between Bombay and 
Poona, was put out of commis- 
sion.

to several 
thousand 


square miles, including Bombay 
and its population of 4.5 million. 
In the metropolis hundreds of 
thousands 
poured 
into 
the 


streets and spent the rest of the 
night in the open. 


An area from Sura, 150 miles 


north of Bombay, to Goa, 300 
miles to the South, and to Poo- 
na, 120 miles to the cast, was 
rocked by three tremors. The 
Bombay observatory said its 
seismograph went out when the 
power supply failed immediate- 
ly after the first tremors.

"the phrase 'war power' cannot 
be invoked as a talismanic in- 
cantation to support any exer-

rights 
should 
be 
weighed 


against the "asserted and ob- 
vious government interest in 
keeping members of Commu- 
nist-action groups from defense 
facilities." 


White said the majority's mo- 


tives are worthy, seeking "the 
widest bounds for the exercise 
of individual liberty consistent 
with the security of the coun- 
try." But, he added: "In so 
doing it arrogates to itself an in- 
dependent judgment of the re- 
quirements of national security. 
These are matters about which 
judges should be wary." 


Doctor Writes of Transplant 


Tale of Ones Death, Another's Survival

November, 1967, following a 
successful kidney transplant 
operation some weeks earlier 
(at Groote Schuur Hospital) a 
decision was taken to attempt

open heart surgery and a 
four-year research program on 
organ transplantation had giv- 
en us the background for 
confidence of a 
successful 


outcome to this undertaking. 


It did not lake long to find a 


patient suitable for cardiac 
transplant, 
and 
Mr. Louis 


Washkansky was considered to 
have heart disease incurable 
by any known treatment olhcr 
than cardiac transplantation. 


He also had the correct 


mental approach and moral 
courage to submit himself to 
this new operation. 


His blood was examined to 


determine the pattern of anti- 
gens on his red cells and white 
cells, as this would help us to 
select a suitable cardiac donor 
at a subsequent stage by a 
comparison of a similar anti- 
genie analysis in the prospec- 
tive donor. 


A suitable donor would be a 


young person with an inevi- 
tably fatal disease or injury 
hut having an undamaged 
heart. 


Suitable young people in this 


category are almost exclusive- 


ly palionfs involved in severe 
accidents. 


As so little lime is usually 


available between the time of 
the accident and the time of 
death of a severely injured 


patient, all possible prepara- 
tions 
were made 
for 
the 


proposed operation b e f o r e - 
hand.

DETROIT (AP)—Help your 


child be a good communicator. 
His life may depend on it. 


The way he learns to com- 


municate as a child deter- 
mines how he'll solve prob- 
lems when he's grown up, says 
Dr. Randall P. Harrison, a 
specialist in communications 
at Michigan State University. 


"Communication, the pass- 


ing of information from one 
person to another, is the key 
to how your child gets infor- 
mation about the world, how 
he responds to the world and 
how people respond to him," 
he explains. 


Important Key 


Communication is also an 


important 
key 
to 
mental 


health. 


Communications breakdown 


in the family can lead to 
severe emotional problems—a 
schizophrenic child, perhaps. 


Researchers estimate that 


at least two-thirds of our 
person-to-person communi c a- 
tion is wordless: A tightening 
of the jaw, a stern look, the 
clothes you are wearing. 


As many as a dozen differ- 


ent "code systems" have been 
isolated systems in which a 
stimulus, such as a sound, can 
be translated into different 
meanings. 


Words Best Code 


The words we use make up 


the best known code linguis- 
tics. Other codes use gestures, 
tastes and smells. 


Different cultures have dif- 


ferent patterns of communica- 
tion. So do the different small 
groups within a broader cul- 
ture. 


Your child's earliest commu- 


nication experience can "set" 
him for life. The most basic 
things he learns as a baby can 
identify him with your sub- 
culture and set him apart 
from another. 


"Infants the world around 


babble 
alike—at first. 
But 


very soon, before they speak, 
they start making the distinc- 
tive sounds of their language," 
Dr. Harrison observes. 


In fact, the infant "over- 


learns" such sounds. He learns 
so thoroughly that he has 
difficulty 
pronouncing 
and 


hearing basic sounds of other 
languages. 


Other Codes 


"What happens in the ling- 


uistic area happens across 
the 
board 
in 
other 
code 


areas," Harrison says. By 
marking a person for life, this 
learning can separate 
one 


religious group from another, 
the upper middle class from a 
low-income subgroup, the Bos- 
tonian from the Chicagoan. 


Sometimes a child can over- 


come these overlearned basics 
by successfully learning to use 
the code system of another 
subgroup. He may move up in 
the world because he has 
crashed important communi- 
cations barriers. 


Reward a Child 


Parents help their children 


learn to communicate by be- 
ing good communicators. One 
way to begin is by using 
communications to reward a 
child when you're sure he's 
got your message. 


A smile, a pat 
on the 


! shoulder or a hug can commu- 


nicate to him that he under- 
stood you. 


It's part of what Dr. Harri- 


son calls learning by "trial 
and success" rather than by 
trial and error. 


"My hunch is that a young- 


ster does certain things and 
gets reinforced for them," he 
says. "If he tries something 
and it is successful he keeps it 
in his repertoire." 


Family Communications 
How can parents be better 


communicators? And how can 
you avoid a communications 
breakdown in your own fam- 
ily? Here are some sugges- 
tions: 


Be sure symbols mean the 


same thing. You and your 
child are talking about a 
"cat." You've agreed on the 
symbol, but you still may be 
talking about something dif- 
ferent. You've got a pure 
Siamese in mind. He's think- 
ing of an alley cat. You're not 
communicating. 


Remember that "meanings 


are in people." Fire will mean 
pain to the child who has been 
badly burned. But it will mean 
love and companionship to the 
child who remembers roasting 
marshmallows around the fire- 
place. 


People interpret things ac- 


cording to their experience. 
You must be aware of how you 
interpret things and take care 
to understand how other peo- 
ple interpret them. 


"Non-verbal cues are fre- 


quently more valid than a 
verbal statement," says Har- 
rison. "They're harder to 
fake." They are also harder to 
control. 


V e r b a l communication is 


easier. You can analyze it and 


go back and correct yourself. 
But you can't retract a blush 
or unslap a child slapped in 
anger. 


Your child's earliest commu- 


nication experiences are non- 
verbal, and they influence his 
personality and the way he 
uses words. 
A baby's early tactile setting 
—his world of touch, heat, 
cold, pressure, caress, snuggle 
or slap—is extremely impor- 
tant. It provides him with his 
first cues about what his world 
is like. You can even transmit 
your tensions to your baby 
through touch. 
Sub-Culture Communications 
Research shows that a lower- 


class child lives in a tactile 
environment quite different 
from that of the middle-class 
child. 


"He's 
more 
free to be 


aggressive," H a r r i s o n ex- 
plains. In the middle class, 
overt aggression is strongly 
suppressed. 
These 
parents 


tend to deal with their children 
verbally. A m i d d l e c l a s s 
youngster may grow up with a 
knack for using words. He 
learns early that he can solve 
problems by reading or talk- 
ing. 


But 
his lower-class peer 


might learn to solve problems 
by using his fists or becoming 
skilled at sports. He might 
even be suspicious of words. 


As adults, these two would 


have little going for them in 
the way of communication... 
unless they learned something 
about each other's codes. 


Dr. Harrison urges parents 


to develop a dialogue with 
people outside their own sub- 
culture.

Buckley to Challenge VTE-12

The threatened legal test of 


the Area Vocational, Technical 
and Adult Education District 12 
(VTE-12) Board's $1.9 million 
budget appeared imminent to- 
day. 


Mayor George Buckley of

critics of the board's intention to 
create a building fund with tax 
dollars collected annually in the 
four-county d i s t r i c t — an- 
nounced he would personally 
initiate a taxpayer's lawsuit. 


Buckley conferred with a local 


attorney this morning and laid 
plans to begin the action some- 
time this week. 


"I feel very strongly on this

question the board's fiscal pol- 
icy. 


The board was created earlier 


in the year under a new state 
law and has powers to levy 
assessments against communi- 
ties in the district, along with 
floating bond issues if it so 
desires.

City, village and town officials 


in Outagamie, Winnebago, Cal-

Women as Mothers 


Changing sex roles have resulted in 


motherhood losing its dominance in wom- 
en's 
lives, according to author Vance 


Packard. The conclusions which he is 
drawing as he researches a new book make 
interesting reading — and provide cause 
for reflection. 


"We now have men who wear manes 


and women who look like lion tamers." 
Packard said in a recent speech. He 
attributes this to women rethinking their 
roles in society, with motherhood losing 
out. 


Such a development probably was to be 


expected. Undoubtedly the rise of the 
working wife has much to do with the 
change Packard has seen. This in turn is 
due to an emphasis on the material things 
in life.

In England, even as in our own country, 


the problem of disposing of worn-out motor 
vehicles that are littering big city streets 
and country ditches troubles the authori- 
ties and disturbs those who are concerned 
with the preservation of the natural beauty 
of the countryside. 


In some of the metropolitan centers of 


this country the cost of hauling away and 
disposing of the jalopies that are aban- 
doned by their owners on the streets has 
become a bothersome item in municipal 
financing. 


In England there is a new law, entitled 


the Civic Amenities Act of 1967, that was 
designed to deal with the problem. It 
explicitly imposes upon local governments 
the responsibility for hauling such aban- 
doned cars away and disposing of them as 
best they can. But the law is not working,

Rusk Tries to End 
Treaty Opposition 


Italians, Germans Hesitate on 
Nearly-Settled Nuclear Arms Pact 


BRUSSELS (AP) — Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk today took 
on the task of overcoming West 
German and Italian opposition 
to the proposed treaty to check 
the spread of nuclear weapons. 


Rusk arrived Sunday night for 


the semiannual meeting of the 
North Atlantic Council, the poli- 
cy body of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. The NATO 
chiefs of staff were meeting, to- 
day, and Rusk planned a round 
of talks with West European 
leaders.

kidneys after death for use in 
transplant operations. 


The team was alerted, and 


the injured girl and Mr. 
Washkansky were taken to 
adjoining operating theaters 
where preparations were con- 
tinued for two simultaneous 
open-heart operations. 


The 
blood 
tests 
of the 


injured girl showed both the 
red cells and the white cells to 
be almost perfectly com- 
patible with those of Mr. 
Washkansky, a great encour- 
agement to us. 


It became obvious that our 


treatment of the injured girl 
was rapidly failing to avert 
the fatal outcome, and Mr. 
Washkansky was anesthetized 
about 1:30 a.m. Sunday. 


The operation commenced. 


Within half an hour of the 
commencement of the open- 
heart operation, when Mr. 
Washkansky's body had been 
cooled to protect his vital 
organs, the injured girl died, 
and 
the electrocardiograph 


showed complete paralysis of 
her heart. 


The heart of the girl was 


exposed, connected to a heart- 
lung machine, and cardiopul- 
monary 
bypass was com- 


menced with cooling of the 
blood in the bypass (heart- 
lung) machine. 


When her heart was cooled 


sufficiently, it was removed by 
dividing the major veins and 
arteries a n d 
disconnected 


from the heart-lung machine 
in the first operating theater. 


Her heart was transferred to 


the second operating theater, 
where it was 
reconnected 


within minutes to the second 
heart-lung machine and per- 
fused (fed) with cold blood. 


The perfusion continued dur- 


ing implantation of the heart 


Mr Washkansky's aorta was 


clamped to isolate his heart 
from the blood circulating in 
the body and his severely 
damaged heart was excised 
(cut out), leaving portions of 


both atrial chambers to serve 
as the stem on to which the 
new heart would be grafted. 


While the rest of Mr. Wash- 


kansky's body continued to be 
perfused from the heart-lung 
machine, the donor heart was 
sutured in position, using fine 
silk sutures to join the atria 
and main arteries of the new 
heart to those of Mr. Wash- 
kansky 


Firstly, the left atria of the 


patient and the new heart 
were joined to each other, and 
following this the right atria 
were similarly united. Next, 
the divided ends of the pul- 
monary arteries were sutured 


together, and lastly the two 
aortas were joined, the cannu- 
la (tube) which perfused the 
new grafted heart being re- 
moved during the final stages 
of the suturing of the aorta. 


The clamp of Mr Washkan- 


sky's aorta was released, and 
the new heart was perfused by 
blood pumped into the aorta 
from the heart-lung machine. 


Air was excluded from all 


chambers of the heart, and the 
rewarming of the blood in the 
heart-lung machine was com- 
menced.

Shriver to Keep Eye 
On Antipoverty Doings

The bill, a compromise be- 


tween earlier House and Senate 
versions, would authorize $1.98 
billion for the current fiscal 
year and $2 18 billion next year. 
The House is expected to send it 
to the White House, ending a 
long, rough trip through Con- 
gress 


Although the bill makes many 


changes in administration and 
operation of the three-year-old 
program, most debate has cen- 
tered around a House-adopted 
provision to permit states or lo- 
cal governments to designate 
themselves as Community Ac- 
tion agencies 


Nearly all the agencies which 


receive and allocate 
federal 


funds for various programs are 
private although public officials 
generally serve on their govern- 
ing boards. 


When the Senate passed the 


measure 62 to 16 Friday, Sen 
Jacob K. Javits, R-NY, said 
the House provision would turn 
the program over to politicians 
Sen. 
Edward W Brooke, R- 


Mass., said it would be emascu- 
lated 


But Sen Joseph S. Clark, D- 


Pa., who fought unsuccessfully

continued to breathe satisfac- 
torily, his heart has functioned 
well, and his postoperative 
progress has been eminently 
satisfactory in every way. 


The future of this operation 


appears most encouraging, 
and plans are under way for a 
second heart transplant opera- 
tion at Groote Schuur Hospital 
within the next few weeks.
